And be it further enafted, That the Treaſurer do forthwith ſend out his Warrants 
directed to the Select-Men or Aſſeſſors of each Town or Diſtrict within this Province, 
requiring them reſpeCtively to aſſeſs the Sum hereby ſer upon ſuch Town or Diſtrict in 
Manner following, That is to ſay, To aſſeſs all rateable Male Polls above the Age of 


Sixteen Years, within their reſpective Towns orDiſtrifts, or next adjoining to them, be- 


longing to no other Town, One Shilling and ſix Pence per Poll; and proportionably in 
aſſeſſing the Fines mentioned in this Act, and the additional Sum received out of the Trea- 
ſury for the Payment of the Repreſentatives ; (except the Governour, the Lieutenant- 
Governour, and their Families, the Preſident, Fellows and Students of Harvard-College, 
ſettled Miniſters and Grammar School-Maſters, who are hereby exempted, as well from 
being taxed for their Polls as for their Eſtates, (being in their ownHands, and under their 
actual Management andlmprovement); as alſo all the Eſtate pertaining to Harvard- College; 
and other Perſons ( if ſuch their be ) who through Age, Infirmity, or extream Poverty, in 


the Judgment of the Aſſeſſors, are not capable to pay towards publick Charges, they may 


exempt theirPolls, and ſo muchof theirEſtates, as in their Prudence they ſhall think fit and 
judge meet. And the Juſtices in their General Seſſions in the reſpective Counties aſſembled, 
in granting a County-Tax or Aſſeſsment, are hereby ordered and directed to apportion the 


fame on the ſeveral Towns in ſuch County, in Proportion to their Province Rate, excluſive

of what has been paid out of the publick Treaſury to the Repreſentative of each Town for 
his Service. And the Aſſeſſors of each Town in the Province are alſo directed in making 
an Aſſeſsment to govern themſelves by the ſame Rule. And all Eſtates both Real and 
Perſonal, lying within the Limits of ſuch Town or Diſtrict, or next unto the ſame, not 
paying, elſewhere, in whoſe Hands, Tenure, Occupation or Poſſeſſion ſoever the ſame is or 
ſhall be found; and alſo the Incomes or Profits which any Perſon. or Perſons (except as 
before excepted ) do or ſhall receive from any Trade, Faculty, Buſineſs or Employment 
whatſoever z and all Profits that ſhall or may ariſe by Money or other Eſtate, not par- 
ticularly otherwiſe aſſeſſed, or Commiſſions of Profit in their Improvement, according to 
their Underſtanding or Cunning, at a Half Penny on the Pound; and to abate or multi- 
ply the ſame, if need be, ſo as to make up the Sum ſet and ordered hereby for ſuch 
Town or Diſtrict to pay: And in making their Aſſeſsment, to eſtimate Houſes and Lands 
at ſix Years Income of the yearly Rents, whereat the ſame may be reaſonably ſet or let for 
in the Place where they lye, ſaving all Contracts between Landlord and Tenant, and 
where no Contract is, the Landlord to reimburſe one half of the Tax ſet upon ſuch Houſes 
and Lands; and to eſtimate Negro, Indian and Molatto Servants proportionably as 
other Perſonal Eſtate, according to their ſound Judgment andDiſcretion ; as alſo to eſtimate 
every Ox of Four Years old and upwards at Forty Shillings, every Cow of three Years 
old and upwards at Thirty Shillings, every Horſe and Mare of three Years old- and up- 
wards at Forty Shillings, every Swine of one Year old and upwards at Eight Shillings, 
Goats and Sheep of one Year old Three Shillings each. Likewiſe requiring the ſaid 
A ſſeſſors to make a fair Liſt of the ſaid A ſſeſsment, ſetting forth in diſtinct Columns, 
againſt each particular Perſon*sName, how much he or ſhe is aſſeſſed at for Polls, and how 
much for Houſes and Lands, and how much for perſonal Eſtate and Income by Trade or 
Faculty: And if as Guardian, or for any Eſtate in his or her Improvement in Truſt, to 
be diſtinctly expreſſed. And the Lift or Liſts fo perfected and ſigned by them, or the 
major Part of them, to commit to the Collectors, Conſtable or Conſtables of ſuch Town 
or Diſtrict, and to return a Certificate of the Name or Names of ſuch Collectors, Conſta- 
ble or Conſtables, with the Sum-Total to each of them committed, unto himſelf, ſome- 
time before the laſt Day of October next. And the Treaſurer for the Time being, upon 
Receipt, of ſuch Certificate, is hereby impowered and ordered to iſſue forth his Warrants 
to the Collector, or Conſtable or Conſtables of ſuch Town or Diſtrict, requiring him or 
them reſpectiwely to collect the whole of each reſpective Sum aſſeſſed on each particular 
Perſon before the laſt Day of December next: And to pay in their Collection, and iſſue 
the Accompts of the whole, at or before the laſt Day of March next, which will be in the 
Year of our Lord One thouſand ſeven hundred and fifty- four. 


And be it further enatted, That the Aſſeſſors of each Town or Diſtrict reſpectively 
in convenient Time before their making the Aſſeſsment, ſhall give ſeaſonable Warning 


to the Inhabitants in a Town Meeting, or by poſting up Notifications, in ſome Place or 


Places in ſuch Town or Diſtrict, or notify the Inhabitants ſome other Way, to give or 
bring in to the Aſſeſſors true and perfect Liſts of their Polls, rateable Eſtate, and Income 
by Trade or Faculty, and Gain by Money at Intereſt. And if any Perſon or Perſons ſhall 
neglect or refuſe fo to do, or bring in a falſe Liſt, it ſhall be lawful to and for the Aſſeſſors 
to aſſeſs ſuch Perſon or Perſons, according to their known Ability in ſuch Town, in their 
ſound Judgment and Diſcretion, their due Proportion of this Tax, as near as they can, 
agreable to the Rules herein given, under the Penalty of Twenty- Sbillings for each Per-

And it the Party be not convicted of any Falſeneſs in the Liſt by him 
preſented of the Polls, rateable Eſtate, or Income by Trade or Faculty, Buſineſs or Em- 
ployment which he does or ſhall exerciſe, or in Gain by Money at Intereſt or otherwiſe, 
or other Eſtate not particularly aſſeſſed; ſuch Liſt ſhall be a Rule for ſuchPerſon's Pro-

AN D forasmuch as often-times ſundry Perſons not belonging to this Province, bring 
confiderable Trade and Merchandize , and by reaſon that the Tax or Rate of the Town where
